And you, tender mothers, wives re- 
plete withlove and fenfibility, inftead of 
attraéting and holding back in your arms 
thole citizens who are dear to you, 
excite them rather to fly to vi€tory. 

It is not in the caufe of a defpot that 
they are to combat, it is for you, for 
your children, for your homes. In- 
flead of weeping for their departure, 
repeat, like Spartan women, enthufi- 
aftic and martial fongs; and let your 
hands, ere their return, weave them 
cloth for their bodies, and crowns for 
their vi€torious heads. 

And thou, patriotifm, and thou, paf- 
fion of liberty, and of glory, who art 
the prefervative effence of republicans, 
the fource of heroifm and of virtue, en- 

| flame their fouls! Let usall {wear up- 
| on the grave of our fathers, and upon 
the cradle of our children——Let us 
‘ {wear by the vi&tims of the 10th of Au- 
galt, by the bones of ‘our brethren yet 
{cattered over the fields, that we will 
revenge them, or die like them. 

As for you, opulent and more favor, 
ed men, who are rather egotifts than 
republicans, who fight for nothing but 
for re{ft—aid us to conquer, and foon 
you will have peace. 

If relaxed by indolence, you cannot 
fuftain the fatigues of war—open your 
treafures‘to indigence, and buy defen- 
ders, who may fupply your place. 

Whilf your brethren triumphed in 
Belgia, and upon the Alps, whilft they 
bid defiance to cold, to hunger, and to 
death; whilft they climbed up moun. 
tains and fcaled ramparts, you were 
repofing in the arms of luxury, and can 
you refufe even pecuniary fuccours ! 
Is then gold more precious than blood! 
If on one hand the love of your coun 
try perfuades you to make facrifices, let 
at leaft on the other, intereft impel you 
to it; refle&t that both your property 
and your fecurity depend upon the fuc. 
cels of this war; liberty will not perifh 
before public fortune is alfo annihilated, 
and France annihilated, if the enemies 
triumph, woe to them who have wrong-- 
ed our country. 

Rich citizens, if you with your coun- 
try to be generous towards you, fulfil 
your duties towards her; too often man 
becomes a viflim, becaufe he has refu- 
fed to do juftice. Let your opinions 
be what they will, your caufe is com- 
mon: we all are but paflengers in the 
vellel of the Revolution, fhe is launch- 
ed, fhe mutt come into harbor, or muft 

o to pieces, and none will find a plank 
in the univerfal wreck. There is only 
one means to fave us all, the whole 
mafs af citizens muft form a powerful 
coloffus, who, flanding upright before 
the nations, muil hold with one hand 
the exterminating {word of the nation, 
and waving it over the earth and over 
the feas hall overflow armies and fleets. 

Popular focieties, ye ramparts of the 
revolution--ye who gave birth to liber- 
ty, and who watch over its cradle, cre- 
ate detenders to it by your eloquence, 
your example ; imprint a great motion 
and elevate your fouls to the higheft de 
gree of enthufiafm. 

Warriors, who at the voice of your 
country fly to the field of combat, we 
do not endeavor to excite your courage.
